THE CANDIDATES. 

Ruuerrorp B. Hares, the candidate nom- 
inated yesterday at Cincinnati for President, 
is aman who ip all his public life has had 
honors thrust upon him and has never 
sought them. He was born in Ohio, Oct. 4, 
1822; and is now rising 53 years old. He 
was well educated, and, after reading law 
some time at Columbus, entered the Law 
School at Harvard, an graduated with 
credit. Atthe breaking out of the War, he 
was practicing law in Cincinnati, and at that 
time and for some years before was City So- 
licitor. He responded to the first call for 
volunteers in 1861, and was appointed Major 
of the Twenty-third Ohio Infantry. He 
went at once with his regiment to West Vir- 
ginia, serving under Gen. Rosxcrans. In 
November he was promoted to Lieutenant- 
Colonel, and took command of the regi- 
ment and served under MoCL Lax until 
he was disabled at the battle of South 
Mountain. In 1862 he was made Colonel of 
the Seventy-ninth Ohio, but owing to his 
wounds was unable to take command. In 
the meantime he was made Colonel of the 
Twenty-third Regiment, and in December, 
1862, was put in command of the First Brig- 
ade of the Kanawha Division. He continued 
in this command until Suzrman’s great bat- 
tle at Winchester, in September, 1864, when 
he was put in command of the Kanawha 
Division, and led it during the campaigning 
of that year. In October? 1864, he was made 
Brigadier-General ‘‘for gallant and mer- 
itorious services in the battles of Winchester, 
Fisher's Hill, and Cedar Creek. In the 
spring of 1865 he was put in command of 
an expedition against Lynchburg, and while 
that was in preparation the War closed. He 
was brevetted Major-General for his gallant 
services in 1864 in West Virginia. He was 
in active service the greater part of the time, 
was wounded four times,—once severely. 
While serving in the army, in 1864, he was 
elected to Congress from one of the Cincin- 
nati districts. In 1866 he was re-elected. 
Before his second term had fairly begun, he 
was nominated in 1867 as the Republican 
candidate for Governor of Ohio. He resigned 
his place in Congress and canvassed the 
State, he being a pleasing and forcible 
speaker. His Democratic competitor was 
the present Senator AL um G. Tuurnman. He 
was elected after asevere contest. In 1869 
he was again nominated, and his Democratic 
competitor was the well-known Gzrorcz H. 
PEwpieton, and was again elected. He de- 
.¢lined a third election, intending to retire 
from public life. He is wealthy, and sought 
the pleasures and quietude of domestic life. 
But in 1875 6 portion of the people of the 
Western Reserve objected to the nomination 
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election. The vote was 
The count stood: Hm, 297,814 ; 


Au. 292,273. This victory, won by such 


indomitable energy, such brave adherence to 
truth and sound political doctrine, was wel- 
comed by the nation, and the gallant soldier 
who bore himself so nobly throughout the 
fight was at once elevated to a conspicuous 
position among the men with national and 
honorable reputations. 

Wuiusm A. Wu, the nominee for 
Vice-President, is a gentleman of strong per- 
sonai and political parts, and, with Mr. 
Hares leading the ticket from Ohio and in- 
suring the united and enthusiastic support of 
the Northwest, he will increase the strength 
of the party in New York, which is one of the 
needful States. Mr. Wu has also the 
good will, in a marked degree, of the Con- 
gressional circles, and he will secure more 
hard work and energetic support from the 
Republican Congressmen than would have 
been given any other man except Mr. Biarvz 
by this particular and influential class. In- 
deed, it is probable that the nomination of 
Mr. WHEELER was in some sense a concession 
to Mr. Buranve’s friends, for it is known that 
he had a reversionary claim upon the dele- 


gates who furnished Mr. Bganre’s most active 


support in the Convention. This Congres- 
sional influence is an important factor in a 
Presidential campaign, and there is no doubt 
that Mr. Wantz will hold it intact. Add 
to this the naturally greater interest which 
New York Republicans will take in the 
struggle by reason of having one of their 
own men on the ticket, and there is no doubt 
that Mr. Warmn brings positive strength 
to the party. 

WILIA A. WII is a native of New 
York State. He was born in Malone, Frank- 
lin County, in 1820, and is consequently 
about 56 yehrs of age. He is in full health, 
of robust stature, of excellent physical habit, 
and has all the hearty and popular qualities 
that usually appertain to that sort of build. 
There is not a more popular man in public life 
among those who know him personally. He 
is a lawyer by profession, but has also had 
an extensive business experience. He was 
for many years engaged in the banking busi- 
ness, and was atone time President of the 
Ogdensburg & Rouse’s Point Railroad Com- 

He entered public life a full genera- 
tio . He was elected a member of the 
New York Legislature in 1850; in 1857 he 
went into the State Senate; he was elected 
to Congress in 1860,—the Thirty-seventh 
Congress,—and has served his district in the 
National Legislature continuously, we be- 
lieve, since that time. He was for many 
years Chairman of the Pacific Rail- 
way Committee, at that time one 
of the most important Committees in 
Congress; and, though this will be 
urged against him during the campaign ow- 
ing to the present hostility of the people to 
subsidized railroad schemes, we have yet to 
learn that Mr. WHEELER was ever corruptly 
influenced or ever suspected in his dealings 
with enterprises that formerly received the 
most patriotic and enthusiastic approval of 
the entire country. 

Another important element of Mr. 
Warri s strength is his well-known con- 
servatism in relation to the South. He was 
the author of what has become famous un- 
der his mame as the WII Compro- 
mise,” whereby the hostile factions in Louisi- 
ana were conciliated, and a condition of peace 
and comparative good feeling was brought out 
from what threatened anew civil war. This 
conciliation was brought about by Mr. WII 
zR’s personal activity and judgment, and his 
final adjustment of affairs was conceded on 
all sides to have been judicious, fair, and 
honorable. It will be remembered that the 
state of things was chaotic, that parties were 
implacable, and the whole country seriously 
disturbed. Mr. WWII efforts resulted 
in the permanent establishment of the KN 
L000 State Government, and the reorganiza- 
tion of the State Legislature on a basis repre- 
senting the honest popular vote as nearly as 
might be. All parties in Louisiana and the 
entire American people have reason to be 
grateful to Mr. WII for his herculean 
labors and judicial fairness in that contro- 
versy.

Look at the men who have been active at 
Cincinnati to defeat Bristow. Marr Car- 
rern and Boss Krrzs, of Wisconsin; Dan 
Monn, Jon A. Looan, Bon IxornsoL, and 
one Patmer, of Illinois; the entire Whisky 
Ring of St. Louis, and the same class of 
politicians, party managers, convicted and 
unconvicted revenue officers in all parts of 
the country.

reformer from Kentucky in preference to 
their near neighbor. In like manner all over 
the country, even in Wisconsin, and espe- 
cially in Illinois, there were honorable men, 
respecting the moral sense and respectability 
of their constituents, and the honor and in- 
tegrity of the party, whe resolutely and 
bravely defied all denunciation, and cast their 
votes for honest Government and an upright, 
unsmirched candidate.

THE FINANCIAL RESOLUTION. 

The Republican part) is to be heartily 
congratulated upon the important fact that 
the financ& resolution adopted at Cincin- 
nati has no uncertain sound, but the true 
ring ofa genuine metallic currency. The 
whole country may well share the gratifica- 
tion of this, since it is from the Republican 
party alone that an honest effort can be ex- 
pected to restore specie payment to the 
country, and keep the national faith pledged 
thereto until it shall become a fait accompli. 
The Democratic party is for the most part 
given over to greenbackism and repudiation ; 
the present session of Congress has shown 
that the hard-money element in that party 
cannot prevail against the repudiationists, 
and that there is neither the desire nor abili- 
ty among the Democrati to solve the 
financial problem. The Republican position, 
as defined by the Cincinnati Convention, is 
just what it has been ever since the close of 
the War, and was expressed in the platform 
as follows : 

4. In the first acto Congress signed by President 
Grant the National Government assumed to re- 
move any doubts of its duties to discharge all just 


obligations to public creditors, and solemnly pledged 
its faith to make provision at the earliest practica- 


dle period for the redemption of United States 


notes in coin. Commercial prosperity, public 
morals, and the national credit demand that this 
promise be fulfilled by a continuous and steady 
progress to specie payments. 

It does not appear from the proceedings 


that there was anything but the most cordial 
acquiescence in the principle here laid down ; 
so that, if there was any greenback senti- 
ment in the Convention, it found itself so 
much at variance with the will of the party 
that it was forced to submit in silence. The 
only objection that was made to the resolu- 
tion as adopted came from the more pro- 
nounced resumptionists, who offered the 
following as a substitute: - 

Resolved, That it is the duty of Congress to pro- 
vide measures for carrying out the provisions of 
what is termed the Resumption act of Congress, 
to the end that resumption of specie payments at 
the time fixed by said act cannot be further de- 
layed. 

The objection to the adoption of the pro- 
posed substitute was well set forth by Gen. 
Hawtizr, Chairman of the Committee on 
Resolutions, and himself a resumptionist of 
the most uncompromising character. He 
objected in a general way to a consideration in 
convention and an expression in a party plat- 
form of the details of legislation for which 
it is proposed to elect a Congress; and the 
objection is valid, for a party convention has 
neither the time nor the material for the 
discussion of legislation. Moreover, there is 
considerable difference of opinion among 
Republicans, who agree perfectly as to the 
necessity and desirability of resuming at the 
earliest moment, as to whether the 
Resumption act of 1874, in view of the 
failure of he Democratic Congress to act 
with reference to it, may not be improved 
when anew Republican Congress shall be 
elected. Had the adoption of this act, which 
is a sort of generalization, been fgllowed at 
once with the necessary preparations for 
carrying out its terms, its purpose might 
have been fully realized. But the interven- 
tion of a Democratic Congress, with its de- 
termination to hamper the Republican Ad- 
ministration in every possible way, and 
its leanings to inflation and repudia- 
tion, rendered this impossible. Since it is 
not possible to secure auy relief or aid from 
the present Congress in financial matters, it 
is certainly better to await the wisdom of a 
new Republican Congress than to commit the 
party to a law which may be notably im- 
proved. 

But the most hopeful and gratifying fea- 
ture of the discussion of the financial ques- 
tion in the Convention, and of the conclu- 
sions finally reached, is that the only differ- 
ence of opinion was concerning details and 
the merits of a law, the usefulness of which 
has been impaired by the imbecility of the 
Democratic Congress. There was no va- 
riance, however, on the principle that it is a 
high political and moral duty, as Gen. Haw- 
LEY expressed it, to resume specie payments 
at the earliest practicable moment, and that 
the apprecistion of Government notes to 
par in gold “is necessary to commercial 
prosperity, pure morals, and good credit.” 
There can no longer be any question as to 
the ruling sentiment of the Republican party 
on this subject.

IMPEACHMENT OF THE DEMOCRATS. 

The National Republican Convention cer- 
tainly achieved a victory in its platform, the 
intelligence, honesty, and vigor of which 
will do more to assist the party to victory 
than mere pro forma utterances usually do.

warn the country against trusting a party thus alike 
unworthy, recreant, and incapable. 

No wonder this declaration was received 
with cheers. It is difficult to conceive that 
more truth on this subject could be con-

They went so far as to 
take the testimony of .an escaped lunatic to 
blacken the private character of the Repub- 
lican President, but they resorted to an un- 
fair uss of their power to permit a Presi- 
dential candidate of their own (PrxpieTon) 
to escape the effects of the most positive evi- 
dence of personal disgrace.

A PREACHER’S PLAGIARISM. 

A Philadelphia clergyman has come to 
grief, having arrayed himself in borrowed 
plumes. He is the Rev. Dr. Caurzxt, pastor 
of the First Presbyterian Church, one of the 
largest, wealthiest, and most influential 
churches in the denomination. Recently, 
charges of plagiarism, consisting in preaching 
other people’s sermons in his own and other 
pulpits, and a meeting of the Presbytery hav- 
ing been held, proof of the plagiarism was fur- 
nished. Mr. CALL r could only defend him- 
self by saying, I have not the least hesita- 
tion in acknowledging that very close cor- 
respondence has existed between some por- 
tions, and in some instances very large por- 
tions, of my deliveries and the discourses 
of others.” The Presbytery, nevertheless, 
admonished him not to do it again. He ac- 
cepted the admonition, covered himself with 
figurative dust and ashes, arrayed hintself in 
ideal sackcloth, and promised hereafter to 
preach his own sermons. 

The experience of this unfortunate clergy- 
man will give rise to some significant sug- 
gestions. Why should such a fuss be made 
over a preacher’s plagiarism, and why should 
the grave and venerable elders assemble 
themselves and by public discussion allow 
the preacher's lapse from the paths of 
prejudice,—for his offense is not a crime or 
even a misdemeanor,—to get into the news- 
papers and be bruited all over the land ? The 
poets steal from each other. The tuneful 
brethren and sisters, from old Dan Cuavcer 
down to Daisy Darroprm in the corner of 
the country newspaper, steal from each 
other, hook each others’ lyres, appropriate 
each others’ bays, mount each others’ 
Pegasuses, and no one admonisbhes them. 
The musicians steal each others’ quavers, 
semi-quavers, and hemi-demi-semi-quavers, 
but the enraptured listener finds no fault un- 
less perchance the borrower steals poor 
stuff, and then he abuses him for the char. 
acter of the stuff he has appropriated, 
not for the offense itself. Lawyers steal from 
each other. Members of Congress often 
speak pieces written by some one else, and 
even Presidents and Governors have pro- 
pounded grave State papers in the composi- 
tion of which they had no hand. . Our own 
Mayor has gravely read the products of Jo 
Forrest's fertile brain as his own, but who 
thinks less of the Locum Tres for his play- 
ful deception? It is a notorious fact that all 
over England preachers deliver sermons 
written for them, and “skeletons” abound 
in the market. Now why single out this poor

OBITUARY. 


SAMUEL WYLIE CRAWFORD. 

The Philadelphia papers bring details of the 
death of the venerable Saul Wriig CRaw- 
FORD, D. D., who died at Fayetteville, Pa., on 
on the 12th inst., in his 84th year. He was born 
in Charleston, 8. C., received his education in 
Philadelphia, and after graduatiug at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, in 1816, commenced the 
study of medicine, which he subsequently aban- 
doned for that of theology. In 1818 he was 
licensed by the authorities of the Presbyterian 
Reformed Church and ordained at Duanesburg, 
N. Y., in 1823. In August, 1824, he was install- 
ed in Franklin County, ra., and about this time 
assumed control of the Chambersburg Academy, 
where he remained until 1830, at which time he 
became Principal of the Academical Department 
of the University of Pennsylvania. The degree 
of Doctor of Divinity was conferred upon him 
in 1844, and for some years he filled the chair of 
Church History and Pastoral Theology in the 
Theological Seminary. The Philadelphia Tune 
says of him: He was noted for deeds of char- 
ity and benevolence, while his defense of truth 
and right was of a truly heroic nature. He was 
strong in his feelings and attachments, and no 
man will be mourned by a wider circle of attach- 
ed and devoted friends and admirers.”’ 

OTHER DEATHS. 

Among other deaths recently reported are 
those of the Right Rev. Avucusrim Vor, 
Bishop of St. Augustine, Fla., who was conse- 
crated in 1858, translated to the See of Savan- 
nah in 1861, and appointed Bishop of St. Augus- 
tine in 1870; of the Rev. Tuomas B. Fox, a 
Unitarian preacher, who was once editor of the 
Christian Traminer, and for a long time asso- 
ciate editor of the Boston T¥anscript; of Prof.

THE BGYPTIAN ARMY IN ABYSSINIA. 

Alezandria Correspondence London Daily News. 

There is some anxiety about the fate of the 
Egyptian army in Abyssinia. There can be no 
doubt that the war is over, but perhaps it will 
never be know at what expenditure of men and 
money. About 8,000 soldiers have arrived at 
Suez, and three steamers are now y 22) due 
with troops. Some 3,000 or 4,000 are still at 
Massowah, and these, making about 15,000 who 
have returned, are said to be all that may be 
expected. This leaves about 15,000 unaccounted 
for. Several thousands of these were doubt- 
less killed in the first and second battles; the 
remainder are unable to leave on account of 
their wounds and the rainy season having set 
in. The condition of these poor men can be 
— imagined. The flerceness and cruelty of 
the Abyssinians are said to have been fearful. 
The battle of November last is described by an 
eye-witness as a total annihilation of the Eg 
tian forces, and one regiment, leaving Suez 
strong, was represented by eight men on their 
return. There will be no more Abyssinian wars, 
and the army has been so reduced that there 
will be considerable saving in the War Minister’s 
budget.

THE MYRA GAINES CASE. 

Wasumeron, June 13.—The Supreme Court 
has decided im favor of Mrs. Myra Clark 
Gaines on her appeal from the Supreme Court 
of the State of Louisiana. On the 18th of 
January, 1855, the appellant applied to the 
Second District Court of the Parish of Orleans 
for the probate of the will of the father, Daniel 
Clark.

In her interesting sketches of “The Orient 
and Its People,“ Mrs. Hauser describes the 
mode of disposing of their dead, which is prac- 
ticed by the Hindus.

RUDOLPH VIRCHOW. 
The name of Rudolph Virchow is familiar 
wherever the progress of Science ig watched; 
yet the political history of this distinguished 
scholar is so little known, outside of his father- 
land, that itis with surprise most readers will 
find him ranked by Mr. Tuttle, in his recent 
work, among the influential ‘“‘ German Political 
Dr. Virchow is not only the brilliant 
Professor of Pathology in the University of 
Berlin, the author of novel theories in cellular 
pathology, and a voluminous writer on medical 
topics; he is also a prominent member of the 
House of Deputies in the Prussian Landtag, a 
member of the Municipal Chamber of Berlin, a 
lecturer before the Berlin Mechanics’ Union,” 
a Director of the “Union for Domestic and 
Popular Instruction,“ and an active associate of 
various scientific, benevolent, and other So- 
cieties. He isnot only a famous savant and 
teacher, but he is also a politician, a radical 
leader of the Opposition, a public-spirited 
citizen, and a warm-hearted philanthropist. 
Rudolph Virchow was born in 1821, at Schie- 
velbein, in Pomerania. He passed through the 
gymnaseum at Coslen, graduated at the Uni- 
versity of Berlin, became the pupil of the great 
physiologist, Johannes Muller, and completed 
all by taking his degree in medicine in 1848, at 
the age of 22.

HOW TO EAT. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Danvriig, II., June 15.—If your readers 
will glance at the bottom of this epistle and 
see the nom de plume over which I address you, 
they will understand the interest I have taken 
in the discussion carried on through your 
columns on “ What to cook, and how to cook 
it.“ And while the discussion is intended for 
housewives, and those who intend to become 
such, yet I submit (since we must eat what the 
housewives aforesaid cook for us) that we 
„ men-folks may be allowed to put in our little 
oar, and I have permission to give a few hints 
how to eat. 

The American people have been styled a 
nation of dyspeptics, and the appellation isa 
just one. No wonder! Pork and beans, hard- 
tack, hot biscuits, ice-water. ‘“sodgey” 
steaks, half-cooked vegetables, pies and cakes, 
till you can't rest, and fifteen minutes to bolt 
this heterogeneous mass in, constitute the 
average American dinner. 

The American kitchen, u my opinion, is 
dreadful, and I cannot conscientiously lay my 
hand upon my heart (or stomach) and affirm 
that I ever enjoyed a dinner under an American 
roof. And yet there is, as a general thing, a 
great variety—greater than you would find ina 
German, English, or French house. But then 
the soup is salty, the vegetables taste like 
cow-fodder, the meat is raw or burut to cinders, 
—there is always something wrong. 

1 do not, of course, deny that some American 
housewives may get up good dinners. I only 
had to read Mrs. ah L.’s bill of fare to be 
convinced of it; but I do insist that our whole 
system of cooking must be reformed and revo- 
lutionized before we will be able to throw off 
that appellation of *‘ dyspeptics.”’ 

In the first place, we must have more and 
better soup, Mrs. Dr. Hale to the contrary not- 
withstand We must dispense with the ice- 
water, and substitute ht wines or beer; 
greater care must be en in selecting and 
cooking vegetables (the German kitchen takes 
the premium in this ope and instead of the 
hot and unwholesome iscuits, we must 
have well-baked bread (rye bread the 
most nourishing) We should eat more 
salad, and use less su and butter; weshould 
finally take plenty of time to masticate our 
f and then I can see no reason why we 
should not be as hale and hearty as the English 
or the Germans. 

i am away from home most of the time, and 
have to grub, to use a slang phrase, at hotels. 
Now it is true that there is no place like home; 
still I Always manage with the material on 
hand to make out a good dinner. I am often 
amused to see other traveling men 
come in to dinner and bolt roast 
beef, cerveau d’agneau, ham, Welsh rarebits, 
pumpkin-pie, ice-cream, and cracked corn in 
nee much the order named. Ln | hardly 
ever drink anything but iced-tea, and if they do 
have wine they will order champagne and drink 
it with their soup! Then they go off and say 
they have had a fine dinner.

good dinner. 

Last Sunday I was in a town in Iowa, and, 
happening to meet an English friend of mine, 
who had dined with me on several occasions be- 
fore, we resolved to have a dinner a la Frau- 
caise. He accordingly asked another friend of 
bis to join us, especially to —4 some 
of my salad, for the mixing which 
I have utred a little celebrity among 
some of my friends. Would you believe it, that 
while my English friend smacked his lips over 
our alt-and- alf, and — 5 — of my not 
having mixed salad enough (I had cut up two 
dishes full), the third party declared the first to 
taste like a decoction of leather, and, barely 
touching the latter, made his way out of the 
dining-room just as we had got through with 
our fish and ordered our roast! 

And there sat these Hoosiers and stared at us 
because we took our time, and eat our dinner 
like gentlemen. What does “ Mrs. Sarah L.”’

BOILED MEATS AND PUDDINGS. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, June 14.—There are a few common- 
sense recipes and rules which the young house- 
wife will do well to remember: Meat must 
have a hot fire always to start on to cicatrize the 
outside and keep in the juices. Avoid sticking 
aforkinit as much as possible. When neces- 
sary to turn, if a roast, do it with the aid of a 


cloth, taking it by the skewers or bone. If boil- 


ing meat, leg of mutton for instance, pour 


ater over it and skim thoroughly. 
Never expose meat to the action of salt while 
cooking,—it extracts the juice, and leaves the 
meat poor; but in making soup, where the idea 


isto extract all the virtue possible, use salt. 


Seasonings must be added to the gravy of the 
meat, which should always be thickened with 
a little flour; the old-fashioned way of rubbing 
flour into the roast before cooking is a good one, 
or at least does no harm. A stewed beefsteak is 
delicious and simple: Take a nice steak

— it is nice no matter when you serve 
it. But in cooking all boiled puddings, observe 
this rule: Keep it well covered with water, and 
never allow it to get off the boil. 

Yorkshire pud is made the same way, but 
cooked differently. Remove your roast when 
nearly done from the oven; pour the p gravy from 
the dripping tin into a sauce-pan, and pour the 
batter in the pan; set in your meat stand, and 
place the meat so it will drip on the pudding; 
twenty minutes ought to cook it; must havea 
good hot oven.

oned steaks, and the steaks I cook in a pan— 
except that you would pronounce mine rather 
the best! 1 do not praise myself. The neces- 
sity of having good steaks without a broiler has 
developed in me a capacity to make them so. I 
keep a pan on purpose for s and into that 
pan no butter or lard or fat of any sort ever 
enters, and it is kept religiously clean and 
smooth. I place it over the liveliest kind of a 
jack-pine fire, and in an instant it is at broiling 
heat. Idry two steaks with a napkin, ruba 
little salt and black pepper on them, and lay 
them in the wpe — with meantime a plat- 
ter and a lump of butter waiting in the oven. 
In a minute the steaks are ready to be turned, 
as the point is to brown them on both sides as 

uickly as possible, and so retain the juice and

A SUNDAY PUDDING. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

CuicaGo, June 16.—I have taken a good deal 
of interest in the housekeeping departmént of 
Tus TRIBUNE, and would like to add my mite 
to the rest of the recipes. We had a nice pud- 
ding for Sunday, and one beauty is, it can be 
made on Saturday. It was made of the sea 
moss farine. It is made like boiled custard, by 
boiling in a kettle of water. To one quart of 
milk stir in a tablespoonful of the farine; boil 
half an hour to cook it thoroughly. Flavor to 
taste. Pour it out into whatever dish you like, 
and, when cool, cover with strawberries, and 
cover the strawberries with the whites of three 
eegs eaten nicely, and sweetened to taste. 
Set it into the oven just long enough to set the 
eggs—not to brown. The sea moss farine 
comes in small boxes which hold enough to 
make sixteen quarts of milk. 

There is one thing I n few seem to 
think much of steaming. I like to steam ve 
many things—potatoes, puddings, brown bread, 
etc. When one gets in the way of it, it is an 
easy and a nice way for many things. A dish of 
rice is nicer so, and no trouble with burning. 
Put some water in the dish with the rice, and 
salt of course. When about half done, pour in 
milk. It takesan hour to cook well, and is 
ever so much nicer than boiling or baking. The 
rice is nice to eat with meat, or with sauce, 
sirup, or sugar and cream, is a nice dessert. 

I must give the recipe for brown bread for 
Indian 
meal to one cup flour; one-half teacup sirup; 24 
cups milk; 1 teaspoon salt; 3 tea-spoons of 
Horsford’s bread preparation—or an 
baking-powder. Steam an hour and a half. To 
be eaten hot. It goes very nicely with a corn- 
beef dinner. x E.

settled in Greece and other foreign countries. 
and had adopted the Greek language and civil- 
ization. The Jews at Jerusalem and its vicinity 
deemed themselves to be the pure descendants 
of the famous patriarchs, and to be a highly- 
privileged people of the Most High. They as- 
sumed a superiority over the foreign, 
or Grecian, Jews, because they had ever 
lived in the Holy City, and spoke 
the Hebrew, a holy language, and 
had observed the ritual worship and the impos- 
ing ceremonics of the fathers from their earlicst 
days. On the other band, these assuming Jews 
considered the Grecian Jews as degraded and 
demoralized by using the Greek language, and 
— 4 the Greek and other foreign na- 
tions. Many Grecians lived at Alexandria. 
They were lovers of truth and distingnished for 
their enterprise and learning. They were un- 
willing to yield the palm of superiority to the 
Hebrews in the East. They wis to read the 
old Scriptures in their own tongue. 80 they 
ordered the Hebrew Scriptures to be translated 
into Greek nearly 300 years before Christ. This 
was done in Ale by learned men. 

Eastern Jews despised the Western,—so 
they saia, “Cursed be the man who teaches his 
son the wisdom of the Greeks, and the Babbi 
taught that God would curse those who studied 
Greek.” All these circumstances and some others 
aided in formin 


aid 
as those of the former. ala the 
Hebrews were at fault,—and so the Apostles 
thought. They at once proposed means 
to put an end to the complaints. With that

At 4 
o’clock p. m. a Woman's Missionary meeting 
was held, presided over by Mrs. A. M. Bacon, of 
Dundee. utine business followed. An im- 
portant feature of the session was the appoint- 
ment of a committee of three to aid churches 
in revival and Sunday-school work. At 7.30 
p. m. the Rev. F. M. Smitn, of Wheaton, spoke 
on “The Attonement.“ Dr. Northrup, Presi- 
dent of the Chicago Theological Seminary, de- 
livered a Centennial address, as also did the 
Rev. T Goodspeed,’ Centennial Secretary.

TYNG’S GOSPEL TENT. 
THE SUMMER CAMPAIGN IN NEW YORK CITY. 
Religious services were conducted last Sunday 
night in a huge tent on Thirty-fourth street, 
west of Sixth avenue, by Dr. Stephen H. Tyng, 


Jr. A vacant space adjoining the Synagogue 
on Thirty-fourth street had been secured, and 
boarded over, and over it a great cloth tent, 
100 or more feet in diameter, had been 
erected, giving accommodation to from 1,500 
to 1,700 people. The tent is easily reached by 
the Forty-second street line, the Sixth avenue 
cars, University place, or the Seventh avenue 
cars. From the street the structure presents a 
very attractive, even circus-like appearance. 
From the pole which projects through the 
roof a gay streamer floats, with the legend: 
*'Tyng’s Gospel Tent.” The ducking or 
canvas of the top and sides is a blue and 
white stripe, piped and trimmed with red. 
Around the a festooned ng 
runs, and with the side hanging down 
allows a free inspection of the interior. At the 
farther end the platform extending across the 
tent has been raised a few feet above the floor. 
On this is a parlor organ, and a plain bit of un- 
— pine board, about a foot square, stand - 
ng on a single leg. There are rows of seats 
across the inclosed space, while about the edge 
is fastened a protecting cordon of chairs. At 
intervals short posts are carried up to support 
the gas brackets. About the grand central tent-

er, has baen hoisted, throwing sufficient light 

to illuminate the whole tent within and give a 
bright look to the tent roof from without. Last 
evening the opening services announced for 7:45 
had drawn a great assemblage before the doors 
at 7 o'clock, calling to mind the crowds before 
the Hippodrome doors during the away in that 
building of Messrs. Moody and Sankey.

The Directota of the Board of Trade have re- 
cently declared that they understand the rules to 
mean that not more than 5, 000 ba of wheat, or 250 
bris of pork, etc., can be included imone bil! of 
property delivered on contracts. In other words, 
a separate bill must be made oat for each lot of 
5,000 bu wheat apd corn, or 250 brie pork or tes 
lard. The Arbitration Committee has just made 
an award, which may be thought to be in conflict 
with this view, but is not so really, as the case in 
question arose before the Directors made the said 
announcement. Should any such case arise in 
the future, the decision of the Committee will 
harmonize with that of the Directors. 

The fact that some parcels of Minnesota wheat 
have arrived at New York in poor condition, was 
reported in these columns two or three days ago, 
and has been extensively commented on. The facts 
in the case, as stated by parties in the trade, are 
that no Minnesota wheat sent from Chicago 
vators has been damp or heated, or otherwise 
teriorated on arriving at the seaboard. The par- 
cols complained of appear to be wheat shipped di- 
rectly from Minnesota, and billed through, being 
sufficiently damp when loaded to raise doubts that 
it would be so pronounced in Chicago, and placed 
in a lower grade if sent here for inspection. This 
point at least can be made against through ship 
ments from places where there is not an independ- 
ent inspection, that there is not the guarantee of 
condition which is furnished at Chicago and Mil- 
waukee. Under such circumstances the loss to the 
bayer of such grain may be greater than the money 
saved by avoiding overcharges for handling. And 
in any event, the failure of such uninspected grain 
to satisfy the purchaser should not be used as an 
argument against buying that which is duly in- 
epected in this city. 

The leading produce markets were generally less 
active yesterday, but firmer. The firet-named fact 
was partially due to the anxiety to learn the result 
of the Convention at Cincinnati. The bulletin on 
‘Change on which the ballotings were posted was 
surrounded by a curious crowd, and in other parts 
of the room the event was discussed eagerly and 
extensively. The firmer feeling was partially due 
to the continued wet weather, which at once 
threatens to reduce our receipts of grain, and to 
interfere with the yield of the coming crop. It is 
universally conceded that the weather is too wet 
for corn, and it is now so near the time for har- 
vesting wheat that grave fears are entertained in 
regard to the yield of that cereal. They are already 
harvesting in the South, and the reaper should now 
be marching northward at the rate of two or three 
score miles per day. Muchrain at the time of 
wheat harvest means a greatly diminished yield, or 
poor quality, or both; and it now looks as if we are 
in the middle of another wet epell like that of 1866, 
only occurring earlier inthe year. OF course it is 
too early yet to do more than speculate on the re- 
sult in the Northwest, but it is that very absence of 
anything like definite knowledge which makes our 
markets feverish, and will probaly cause them to 
continue so, at least during the remainder of this 
month. It is reported that so much rain was never 
known in Kansas as now, and the pluvial visitation 
seems to be very widespread. How long it will 
continue no one can tell—not even the weather- 
prophets. 

There was as much doing in dry-goods circles as 
jobbers have beefi accustomed to expect at this sea- 
son of the year. Orders, if not for large amounts, 
made a respectable aggregate, and jobbers had no 
complaints to make. Grocers were having a fairly 
satisfactory business and were in good spirits. All 
the staple articles excepting coffees were moving 
on a generous scale and were held firmly. The 
dried-frait market was quoted fairly act- 
ive, with prices ruling steady—bilackberries 
at a Kec decline. Fish continue active and firm. 
In the butter and cheese market little change was 
observable, either in the character of the demand 
and supply or in prices. There was a reasonably 
active and firm market for ofls. Carbon advanced 
ec. Bagging wasfirm. Leather remains dull and 
unsettled. 

At the wholesale lumber market a {air business 
was transacted in the morning, notwithstanding 
the rain, and good inch lumber was frm, and lower 
grades of inch and piece stuff were steady. At the 
yards the usual number of orders were received and 
placed at the current quotations. Woo! is selling 
in small quantities to Western mille atthe given 
prices. The receipts are small, showing a disposi- 
tion among the farmers to hold on to their property 
in the hope of obtaining better prices after a while. 
Broom-corn was slow, and the lower grades ruled 
weak. Timothy and flax seeds were in request 
and firm under small offerings, and other varieties 
were dull, the late seede being weak under liberal 
offerings. Green fruits were slow and easy, berries 
being very irregular d price. The frequent 
showers interrupted trade on the street after the 
early morning hours, and the most perishable offer- 
ings, such as fruits and berries, were freely offered 
afterwards at lower prices. 

Lake freights were moderately active, but easier, 
at 24@2%¢ for wheat, and 2k on large vessels 
for corn, to Buffalo, both by sail. Rall freights 
were quiet and unchanged, agents asking 20c to 
New York, 180 to Philadelphia, 17%c to Balti- 
more, and 25c to Boston, per 100 be. Through 
rates by lake and rail were quoted at 10010 e for 
corn and 1086 lic for wheat to New York, and 
12@12%c on corn to New England points. Freight 
engagements were reported for 65, 000 bu wheat 
and 192,000 bu corn.
